Concerns about an advertisement 


loaded computer for $525 is causing a Provo 


computer company to change 
its promotion policies, said Ron 
Hansen, president of Homelink. 
Homelink, located at 75 S. 
200 Kast, is using a multilevel 
networking strategy to promote 
a 486 DX/50 computer with an 
educational software package. 
Because Homelink sales rep 
resentatives work independent 
ly and solely on commission 
they rely on personal method 
of promotion. Mark Higa, a 


Homelink sales representative, recently placed 
several ads on campus bulletins that reads 
“brand-new, fully loaded 486 DX/50 multimedia 


computer system for only $525.” 


A few people on campus are questioning the 
legitimacy of the advertisement, however. 


“That’s impossible,” says BYU law 


dent Todd Turnblom. “The motherboard costs 
more than that wholesale. It sounds like a pyra- 


source of student financial aid that 
is changing.

Howard Ruff, publisher of 
The Ruff Times, a financial 
publication, says Homelink’s 
networking strategy is not an 
illegal pyramid scheme. 

“Illegal pyramids come and 
go. They get a few people, tell them not to work 
hard, and promise lots of money. They produce 
inventory they can’t re-sale. Homelink isn’t like 
that,” Ruff said. Ruff compared Homelink’s plan 
to Amway’s networking strategies. 

The general policy of the Consumer Protection 
Agency is not to give approval or disapproval to 
any business procedure, but to investigate con- 
sumer concerns, said an agency spokesperson.

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Family leave bill passes House 265-163 


WASHINGTON — The House on Wednesday approved family leave 
legislation, the lead item on an ambitious social agenda that Democratic 
lawmakers share with President Clinton. 

The bill — guaranteeing millions of workers 12 weeks of unpaid leave to 
deal with family emergencies — was approved on a 265-163 vote. The 
measure affects companies with more than 50 workers. 

The Senate is considering its own, nearly identical, version of the mea- 
sure. On Wednesday senators waded through, and repeatedly rejected, 
Republican-sponsored amendments as supporters held out hope that 
chamber could get to a final vote as well. 

The two versions are nearly identical and congressional leaders hoped 
to get the bill to Clinton’s desk by the end of the week. 

The family leave measure was put on the fast track and Clinton person- 
ally lobbied for an amendment-free bill so Democrats could point to swift 
action as evidence that Washington gridlock is over. Democrats por- 
trayed the measure as an example of what they intended to do this year. 

The chamber defeated a GOP move to offer tax breaks for companies 
that offer leave. 


Clinton plans for 250,000 new jobs 


»WASHINGTON — President Clinton’s economic stimulus package will 
create an “immediate rush” of 250,000 new jobs and help the president 
fulfill his promise of eight million in four years, Labor Secretary Robert 
Reich said Wednesday. 

Reich said Clinton’s economic program will focus on initiatives that 
offer the best promise of creating the most jobs quickly. 

“The goal is making sure the money gets out there quickly,” he said. 

Reich said Clinton has not made final decisions on the economic stimu- 
lus program, but a summer youth program to give unemployed teen- 
agers work would be part of the package. 

Private economists, studying the proposed program, agreed that 
Clinton was likely to come closer to his target than President Bush did 
to his 1988 pledge to produce 30 million jobs over eight years. 


Military to use sexual conduct code 


WASHINGTON — Putting President Clinton’s orders into practice, 


the military said Wednesday it will no longer question recruits about - 


sexual orientation but will give every enlistee detailed guidance on for- 
bidden sexual conduct. 

In a separate action also ordered by Clinton, the Pentagon temporarily 
suspended the formal dismissal of homosexuals already serving. Gays 
still would be subjected to discharge procedures, which would involve 
taking away their pay and benefits, but they would be eligible for rein- 
statement in the event the gay ban is ended. 

Wednesday’s Pentagon order said that a briefing given routinely to all 
enlistees will now include “a detailed explanation” of the laws and ser- 
vice regulations governing sexual conduct by members of the military. 

Bowing to pressure from Congress, including prominent members of 
his own party, Clinton agreed last week to continue the ban on homosex- 
uals while Congress holds hearings on the issue this spring. 


Jury selection haunted by L.A. riots 


LOS ANGELES — A second trial began Wednesday for four policemen 
in the beating of Rodney King, and more than 300 prospective jurors 
wate asked if they participated in deadly riots that followed the first 
trial. 

The prospective jurors also were asked whether they could reach a ver- 
dict without fear of a new outbreak of violence. 

The defendants in the federal civil rights trial — Sgt. Stacey Koon, 
Officers Laurence Powell and Theodore Briseno, and former Officer 
Timothy Wind — faced the prospective jurors as U.S. District Judge 
John Davies introduced them. 

It could take at least two weeks to select a jury. 

Davies assured the 333 prospects that their identities and written 
answers would remain secret forever. And he told them the jury will be 
sequestered at a hotel away from families for the duration of the trial, 
expected to be eight weeks. 

The officers are charged in the videotaped beating of King after he was 
chased and stopped for speeding on March 3, 1991. . 

The officers’ federal trial opened a year after they. went on trial on 
assault charges in state court in the mostly white suburb of Simi Valley.

Explosives plants may get rezoned

The proposed deletions of three sections of the Utah 
County code sent shock waves through the Utah 
County Commission meeting Wednesday. Landowners 
on the west side of Utah Lake felt the deletions would 
give existing explosives plants too much leeway in 
expansion and testing. 

“We don’t want Utah County to become a dumping 
ground for explosives plants,” said Utah County 
Commissioner Gary Herbert. 

The current zoning laws allow explosives plants to 
be built on land zoned for mining, grazing and indus- 
trial use, if prior approval is obtained. No new explo- 
sives plants could be built if these sections are 
removed. The requirements for land usage, which 
existing plants operate under, would also change. 

Modernization of the existing plants for safety rea- 
sons would be acceptable, but new construction, even 
by existing companies, is an issue that needs to be 
addressed, Herbert said. 

The Utah County Commission established an explo- 
sives committee to consider the situation and make 
recommendations to the commission for solutions. Jay 
Anderson, an Ireco Inc. attorney, said, “they came up 
with some recommendations we can support.” 

Treco, an explosives manufacturing plant, is current- 


ly the only company allowed to test on the west side of 


Utah Lake. Tests are conducted during the day when 
the shock waves are not as great a nuisance. 


Gunman holds 
hostages in 
LDS church

MESA, Ariz. — The gunman 
who apparently was afraid of going 
back to jail on pending drug 
charges took three hostages in a 
church owned by The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
but released them unharmed and 
turned himself in after a 3 1/2-hour 
standoff. 

Richard Repp, 31, of Mesa, sur- 
rendered Tuesday at about 2:15 
p.m. after talking to his girlfriend 
on the telephone, said Sgt. Earle 
Lloyd, a police spokesman. 

Records in Maricopa County 
Superior Court show that Repp 
was sentenced in January 1990 to 
four years’ of house arrest after 
pleading guilty to two counts of 
possession of dangerous drugs. 

He also was wanted on an out- 
standing warrant charging him 
with felony possession of dangerous 
drugs, Lloyd said. 

Nobody was injured in the stand- 
off, which began after Repp fled the 
scene of a traffic accident a few 
blocks from the church, Lloyd said. 

Repp then began pounding on 
doors of homes in the neighbor- 
hood, saying he was being chased, 
Lloyd said. 

When an officer spotted the man 
in the carport of a home he pointed 
the gun at her, saying “Back off, I 
don’t want to shoot you,” Lloyd 
said. He then ran to the church.

Anderson said Ireco is examining options that will 
help eliminate the problem. One option is to test larg- 
er charges at the Tooele test site, he said: 

“We've always tried to be a good neighbor,” Anderson 
said. “Whenever we receive a complaint we send 
someone out to check the claim to see if we are respon- 
sible.” 

The recommendation to delete the sections of county 
code was sent back to the Utah County Planning 
Commission for further review to address the usage 
issue and issues brought up in the commission meet- 
ing.

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How U.S. women 
can gain fairness 


In the last few decades, proponents of the women’s movement have made 
noble efforts to increase the status of women and achieve equality for their gen- 
der: Women have made strides both in the professional work force and the 
political scene. 

Despite that, women are disconcerted that the new Clinton administration 
that was supposed to look more like America is no where near the idealized 50 
percent female. And women in Congress are still an embarrassing minority. 
Even the news medium, “Voice of America,” ignores women as experts in stories 

they report according to a report 

released last week by the Women in 

News organization. 

The report also said only 10 percent 
in the ranks of newsroom management 
are women. On a local level, a recent 
survey conducted among Utah County 
teens indicated that less than 20 per- 

cent of teenage girls in the county plan 

to pursue a professional career. The 
number is frightening in light of the 
fact that two-thirds of these girls will 
be self-supported at some point in their 
lives. 

We can brush this off and say while 
women have made headway, they have not reached their potential in society. 
There aren’t yet enough women at the highest professional ranks to enter the 
highest public offices. There are not as many women “experts” to be used as 
news sources. A side-effect of this is there aren’t enough professional women 
role-models for teenage girls. The hope is that young women professionals will 
rise in the next decade to fill those ranks and roles. 

Unfortunately, the battle for equality has to start at a different level. 
Feminists struggling with issues at a college level should reconsider. While 
they are pushing for an end to the glass ceiling, women are exploited as sex 
objects at every local supermarket stand. Women can’t walk by a construction 
sight without suggestive remarks. Many can’t be part of the work force without 
experiencing harassment from male co-workers. 

Feminists are still thought of as “men haters.” Magazines owned and pub- 
lished by females tell women how to achieve self-esteem, while dozens of skin- 
ny, anorexia-promoting models adorn the covers. Beer commercials and other 
commercials sell products and sex while exploiting beautiful women. 

While women may not get to the White House in the next few decades, The 
Daily Universe believes people can begin by giving the female voice more valid- 
ity and credibility.

Kids too young 
for life’s worries 


The proposed minor emancipation bill offers more opportunities to Utah’s run- 
away teenagers, but it won’t solve their problems. In fact, it will create more 
dilemmas. 

The bill allows runaways to emancipate themselves at age 16, with a judge’s 
consent. It offers them medical care and other services to support their life on 
the streets. The bill is aimed at sheltering teenagers who reject government 
child-welfare services. Because the runaways are opposed to current govern- 
ment services, the bill creates another one — to counteract the wrongs of the 
first. 

However, the first agency will not be eliminated. It will continue to offer shel- 
ter and services to homeless youths despite offers provided through the new bill 
that will encourage self-sufficiency. 

The bill may offer legal independence, but it can’t guarantee a place to sleep 
or food to eat. That’s the purpose of current child-welfare programs and run- 
away networks. Who will guarantee stable employment for Utah’s 4,000 home- 
less minors? 

By setting aside provisions for this new class of people, lawmakers are recog- 


nizing them as a separate group with individual rights. The bill will pass mea- 
- sures to ensure their self-reliance. It will place adult responsibilities, such as 
personal guidance and economic survival, on adolescents. If kids are forced to 
. take adult responsibility, then they must also face adult penalties for crimes.

First, the article does mention the “pre- 
existing” clause in BYU insurance that 
requires you keep BYU insurance active 
over summers if you develop a health prob- 
lem. How about the real issue: What will 
you do if you develop a serious health prob- 
lem while on BYU insurance? Once you 
graduate, you can no longer have BYU 
insurance and will be forced to switch 
insurance. Very few insurance companies 
will cover any problem that developed 
while at BYU since the medical condition 
will be a pre-existing condition under their 
plan. In short, you’re stuck. 

Let me give you a personal example. I 
was diagnosed (at age 23 at BYU) with 
Ankylosing Spondylitis, a degenerative 
form of arthritis afflicting the spine. Had I 
been on BYU insurance at the time, for the 
rest of my life (after graduating from 
BYU), I would never be able to get insur- 
ance that would cover anything related to 
my condition. I realize my condition is rare 
to have, but this would apply to anything 
long-lasting that developed or was diag- 
nosed while at BYU..Anything that«cen}d. 
be- long-lasting (a serious“kneé injury? for 
example) would be your personal liability 
for the rest of your life, thanks to BYU 
health insurance.

required 34 state legislatures have called 
for a second constitutional convention, 
including Utah. This number was as high 
as 32 at one time, but three states have 
wisely rescinded their calls. 
Representative John Valentine has pro- 
posed a “Bill to Rescind Utah’s Call for a 
Second Constitutional Convention,” which 
(as of Jan. 27) is in the house rules com- 
mittee now. 

Those who favor a constitutional conven-

tion claim that somehow the convention 
would be limited to a single topic such as a 
balanced budget amendment. After re- 
reading the Constitution and talking with 
experts in the field, I have found that this 
is not the case. The first constitutional con- 
vention was proposed simply to amend the 
old Articles of Confederation, and ended up’ 
replacing them with an entirely new Con- 
stitution. This is the only precedent we 
have. The first constitutional convention 
was presided over by Pres. George 
Washington. The second may be presided 
over by Pres. Bill Clinton. There is a seri- 
ous risk that a convention would make 
changes not to our liking, and possibly 
never get to the issue of a balanced budget. 
This is not the time to open up ourConsti- 
tution to the murky process of revision by 
the convention, and these are not the peo- 
ple to trust it to. All those who like our 
Constitution the way it is, and would prefer 
a balanced budget amendment to come the 
way the other 26 amendments were made 
should so inform their Utah representative 
now. For the names, addresses and phone 
number of the representatives from Utah 
county, call me at 374-1273. Those of us 
(like me) who are not from Utah should get 
involved also — it’s our Constitution too.

Nixon-less men take on Colorado State

At the halfway point of the 
Western Athletic Conference sea- 
son, the Cougar men find them- 
selves where they thought they 
would be —in the middle of a WAC 
war. 

“The winner of the league will be 
determined in the last week of the 
season,” coach Roger Reid said. 

The Cougars, 15-5 overall and 8-1 
in the WAC, enter this week’s 
games against Colorado State and 
Wyoming tied for first place with 
Utah, and without the services of 
starting forward Kevin Nixon. 

Nixon reinjured a tibia stress 


‘fracture during warm-ups at 


Colorado State and is not expected 
to play this week. 

“We are concerned about Kevin 
Nixon and will look at him a day at 
a time.

Reid has reason for concern, Like 
in recent years, the Cougars’ 
offense relies heavily on production 
by their front court — 51 of their 
79.8 points per game come from 
BYU’s forwards and centers — and 
without Nixon and his 46.9 percent 
three-point shooting percentage, 
BYU loses a valuable weapon. 

Mark Durrant, who is a good 
rebounder and deft passer, has 
been starting in Nixon’s place. 
Jared Miller has been solid in his 
new sixth-man role, averaging 11.5 
points and a team-leading 7.7 
rebounds per game. 

The Cougar guards, the team’s 
question mark coming into the sea- 
son, have been steady and occa- 
sionally impressive. 

“We’ve got four good guards, all 
have done a good job and con- 
tributed in their own way,” Reid 
said. 

Nick Sanderson is the flash of the 
group, dunking, jumping and 
shooting his way to the team lead 
in scoring and three-point shots. 
He is also is the third-leading 
rebounder on the team, grabbing 
4.6 per game. 

Starting point guard Randy Reid 
leads the team in assists and 
steals, while Ryan Cuff comes off 
the bench, shooting a team-leading 
56 percent from three-point range.

Gun safety law shot down

The Utah House of Represen- 
tatives passed a bill Wednesday 
that would make human immunod- 
eficiency virus (HIV) testing 
mandatory for anyone convicted 
of a sex offense and would offer 
free testing services to victims of 
sex crimes. 

The House passed the 
bill 66-0, sending it on to 
the Senate. The bill 
would amend the Utah Criminal 
Code mandating HIV testing for 
the sex offender. The results of the 
test would then be made available 
to the victim. 

In another action, the Utah 
Senate shot down two bills this 
week that would have made par- 
ents liable for criminal negligence 
if their child injured or killed some- 
one with their gun, if it was stored 
improperly. Sen. Robert Steiner, D-

Salt: Lake City, the bill’s sponsor, 
said, “This was meant to wake peo- 
ple up to the need of being more 
careful about how they store their 
weapons.”

“reckless endangerment” with a

Global companies Clinton may offer banned controllers new start at old jok; 


confuse regulators 
in trade disputes

WASHINGTON — It looks like a 
trade world turned upside down: 
The Commerce Department rules 
that an American company unfair- 
ly dumped electric typewriters in 
the United States — injuring a 
Japanese company. 

The Japanese company is Brother 
USA, a subsidiary of Brother 
Industries of Nagoya, Japan. But it 
makes all the electric typewriters it 
sells in the United States at a 
plant employing 600 Americans in 
Bartlett, Tenn. 

The American company is Smith 
Corona of New Canaan, Conn. But 
Smith Corona imports most of the 
typewriters it sells here from a 
wholly owned subsidiary in 
Singapore. And Cornell said the 
company is closing its only U.S. 
typewriter-making plant, in 
Cortland, N.Y., laying off 775 
Americans and moving the opera- 
tion to Mexico. 

To add to the multinational mix, 
nearly half of Smith Corona — 47.6 
percent — is owned by a British 
conglomerate, Hanson PLC. 

In its preliminary ruling Monday, 
Commerce said portable electric 
typewriters produced by Smith 
Corona PTE Ltd. of Singapore “are 
being, or are likely to be, sold in 
the United States at less than fair 
value,” 

Customs officials now will require 
a cash deposit equivalent to a 16 
percent anti-dumping duty on 
Smith Corona’s imported typewrit- 


ers. 

If a final ruling, due by the end of 
May, determines that the imports 
materially injure or threaten U.S. 
producers — in this case mainly 
Brother USA — the deposits will be 
kept by the government and the 
duty continued. 

Commerce estimates the value of 
the imported typewriters in 1992 
was $82.3 million. So the dumping 
penalty could be as much as $13.2 
million a year. 

A press release from Smith 
Corona said the company is disap- 
pointed by the Commerce ruling 
and “has confidence that the ongo- 
ing appeals will establish that 
Brother, in fact, does not represent 
the U.S. industry and is not enti- 
tled to maintain an anti-dumping 
action against Smith Corona.” 

Smith Corona argued to the 
Commerce Department that 
Brother’s typewriters have few 
U.S. components. And Pat Gilmore, 
president of Brother International, 
conceded that Brother USA brings 
in parts from all over, largely from 
developing countries such as the 
Philippines.

WASHINGTON — Thousands of 
air controllers fired in a labor dis- 
pute with the Reagan administra- 
tion may have a chance at getting 
their old jobs back. 

The White House said Wednesday 
it is considering lifting the ban 
against the air controllers, who 
were fired after violating a no- 
strike agreement. An official of the 
union that represents controllers 
estimated more than 3,000 of the 
11,400 fired workers would like to 
return. 

“T still get a funny feeling in my 
stomach every time I pass an air- 
port,” said John Palmieri, 44, of 
Los Angeles, who works part time 
in a book store. “It’s always been in 
my heart to go back to air traffic 
control. It’s the job I love.” 

Palmieri went to work as an engi- 
neer at Rockwell International 


after he was fired in 1981, but quit 
18 months ago. 

Palmieri met Bill Clinton during 
a presidential campaign stop in Los 
Angeles this summer. 

“I told him I'd like to have my job 
back,” Palmieri said. “We screwed 
up. But how long do you punish 
someone for a mistake? It’s time to 
forgive and forget.” 

White House Press Secretary Dee 
Dee Myers said Clinton believes 
the firing of the controllers and the 
continuing ban under both Reagan 
and President Bush “sort of set the 
tone for the relationship between 
the federal government and labor 
in the 1980s.” 

The fired controllers were all 
members of the Professional Air 
Traffic Controllers Association. The 
union says rehiring the controllers 
could save taxpayers significant 
amounts of money. 


U.S. searches for ethnic war answers

WASHINGTON — Of all the 
problems President Clinton inher- 
ited from the Bush administration, 
none offers less promise of an 
acceptable solution than the ethnic 
tragedy in Yugoslavia. He’s looking 
at a U.N. peace plan he doesn’t like 
and the politically risky alternative 
of committing U.S. military force. 

Already under pressure from 
Congress to live up to his campaign 
promise of a stronger U.S. role to 
curb Serbian aggression, Clinton is 
now under fire from United 
Nations mediator Lord Owen for 
tilting toward the Bosnian Muslims 
and undermining the chances for 
peace. 

Owen and former U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance are pushing a 
plan that would divide Bosnia- 
Herzegovina into 10 provinces con- 
trolled by the various warring eth- 
nic groups. 

Alternatively, there is the use of 
American air power to enforce a no- 
fly zone and punish Serbian forces. 

Another possibility is to enable 
the Bosnian Muslim forces to pur- 
chase arms to help them overcome 
the military advantage now held by 
the Serbians. 

Owen has complained in a num- 
ber of interviews that the possibili- 
ty of overt U.S. support for the 
Bosnian Muslims has made it 
impossible to get them to sign on to 
the U.N. peace plan. 

“We can’t get the Muslims on 
board,” Owen told the New York 
Times. “That’s largely the fault of 
the Americans, because the 
Muslims won’t budge while they 
think Washington might come into 
it on their side any day now.”
